He also worked in 
Melbourne and in Albany,, Weatem Austra- 
lia. Between hh various johst he was experi- 
menting with fr^ebnce joumalistn. At the 
same time he wa5 helping hii mother with 
two of her literary ventures^ "The Republf- 
csm" and '"The Dawn." ITic latter was a 
feniinist journal, edited^ printed, and pub* 
tithed solely by wonicn for 17 ye^rs 

The Sydney "BuUeiiii** gave Henry Ijlw- 
9on his great opportunity — a commission 
to rrainp from Bourke to Hunger ford and 
hack to Mndy the people outback^ and to 
give expression 10 ilieoi through its page.^^ 

Subsequently LaiA'son edited the "Worker'^ 
for a brief period before leaving for New 
Ze^iland. Although f^ciierady accepted ^ 
one of AuitT^ia'j national poets, his proase 
stories^ which gained fnr him a world-wide 
repniation^ are his bfait work.

Doldrums

luss and also about two-tlurdis of the way to your desired 
goal. Be prepared for ii, m yom, don't fiei tsnduly dis- 
couraged. 



Wh*i is ustialty happening h a reshiflJng of weight dis- 
iHbuiioo ajid, particoUiTlyt rels lancing of your body*^! 
tissue- water. Stick to the regime, and you will pass fftsm 
this "tloldrum" state to a ^tiifactory period of measitrable 
weight loss. 

About the water business— to give an over-simplified 
explanation, what happens i% this: Salt birids lic[ujd^ which 
rneani thai it keeps v«*ater in the tissues.

Your doctor may theji prEwrribc medication. 

But remember that taking pills indiaciiminately on your 
own can be very dangerous.

There will be the force-feedcrSj who wifl pressure you 
endlessly lo cat something — ''a little somethingj, at least." 
"So go off ypor iliet jual this once." "Don't be so hard on 
yourjself," The list coidd go on and on- Each of you wilt 
undoubtedly be in con tart with your own particular kind of 
sabotaging specialist. Pleaise netnember that your first duty 
is to yourself. 

Mointefionce 

You are at ytjur'goal. Congratulations! You'v* don* it — 
you're actually thin. 

Well, nnw that congratulations arc over — back to work. 

Plraiie remember that, a^ii a formerly fat person (of 
several yeari^ duration)^ yoti are something tike the former 
akoltoUc The fat is gone; this is not true of your susr. 
cepdhility and addiction to food. 

You juit rau't eat wildly and indiscrimioately — not if 
you want to remain thin. Now and then you may allow 
yomrw^f tiny periocjs of freedom. But you must make 
5urc these periods remain tiny. 

Even more dangerous will be the tendency to slip 
gradually into a larger and larger eating habile and to 
ignore or ravionali^ a $malL but ^eady weight gain. 

The moBt successful maintenance diet will probably be 
based on the prtnei[^efi of yowr reducing ctiei. They have 
worked^ so they are good. 

Of course, tbr maintenance tiiet wdl have mollifications, 
including greater leeway and cHxasional divergencies. 

I would like to stress once again the value of having 
dieted slowly. 

Becauiie yoti have taken a considerable rime to io*c 
weight, both your psychology (regarding food) and your 
stomsH h ha', e been considerably reduced* The maintcn- 
anre diet should feet like enough. 

Be specially cajrefid — and thb is most important — 
during periods of stress. Remember tbat+ despite yc?ur 
recent victory ^ you have subjected youtitJf to years of 
conditioning in which stress and depression were handled 
with food. 

Now, during ytjur maintenaiu::e period — the vcA of 
your life — die scales will be most important. Make sunt 
your scales are good. Use them once a day, before hreakfaAt 
and before drciising^ and use them corudstently. 

Here is a suggested way: 

Let us say your weight is 9si. 91 b. Then bring yoor 
weight down to 9^1 r 6lb. If you continue to weigh between 
fist, filb. and 9st. SUb.— a fluctuation of three pounds — 
ythir tiiauitmaore diet is working. 

If ytni drop below 9sl. 6lh.» an increa^ is in order, If 
you rise above 91k, iixuuediaCcly begin ymar redaciaf 
diet again. 

BUT to give you ample leeway, do not go hack to your 
maiotenance diet untif you go down to Sst. 71 b,^ — tw« 
pounds beloit' your desired goal. At %t, 71b., go back on 
a slightly reduced mainlemtnre diet. 

FdUdw this rule carefully and you will never grt back 
into serious trouble. Eventually "you will become so well 
stabilised that there will be practically no fluctoatian-

1 riad 
them; with interest, as 1 Am the mother 
of four young children, and frpm time to 
time am obliged to find work. 

There is a great deal of notisense writ- 
ten on this subject- Tlie writers fall into 
two fh^rply divided facdiom. 

One party would have \£s. housewives 
"tmleash our talents from the fcttehen 
sink/' presumably for tnankind'ii benefit. 

The other insists that we must be at 
home, repre^enring security to the family 
at all timefi. The real truth Ls different 

Most housewives (spare us, pl?a-w, from 
bring i^alled hoinemakers ) find it ex- 
tremely difficult to mafct ends meet^ 
because of the depbrably high rosi of 
detent housinja;. Many aren't eligible for 
W^r Service homes, or for one of the 
Housuig Comitiissi^m'i "bones," 

Therefore, when a rmis such as sickness 
aristii, there ij no nioriey tucked away in 
the "kitty." So tlie housewife derides to 
go to work! 

Not all of them have a bi9ckgroi.ind uf 
tearhmg, nursing, or secretirrial work, mj 
there isn't always! die question of uo- 
leaching talent from the kitchen sink. In 
fact, she may not find if i^asy to ^et work, 

A factory or bundry is her best bet. 
With ^ bit of luck, a few lies abont her 
age, ability, rxiXTieiire, atid the number 
of children she has. (it is latal in admit 
having more than two sthrjol-agr chil- 
dren )^ she may land a job at 524 a week, 
?B of which must be hsinded over Let 
whatever child-minding centre lias been 
engaged to look after her b<ihy — Us 
exisfi*nce, of course, being kept sc^crrt.

Ouf housewife may sit or stand all 
day, in an always cold room» under a 
ii«>tice adviMing her not to spit on the 
floor (the dj,^ni(y of labor?}. 

By her iide may be the omnipresent 
time-an d m otion -study man urging her oti 
with his stop'watch to greater "speed a( 
her incredibly nionotoijous task of, per- 
haps, placing a scre^v in a bole. 

She can have ao possible interest in 
her work. Her only cnlhusiajun is for pay 
day. Her mind is far away, perhaps with 
the bahy. Is be crying? One day c^m seem 
a week. 

Alter a few- months of thijt torture — 
and it ii torture, physical pahi ii ea^irr 
to bear than boredom — jdie will lie forced 
to give up her job. The undeclared baby 
will develop measles, and she will be 
released from Isondage for the time Ix'ing. 

There is no meeiing of inindTj, no dia- 
cttssing new- ideas in this type of work. 
Her woikinales will be people like herself, 
iaterpsted onlv hi pay day and the 
knotkingHjfT whiijtle at half-pafi four.
